Mrs. Johnson Happy to Leave Ring of Telephone

the thing she's happiest about 
leaving b e h i n d after five 
years in the White House are 
all the early morning, often 
ominous, telephone calls to 
the President. 


"The 
horrendous ring of 


that telephone at 4:00 o'clock 
that drags you to conscious- 
ness and you know on the 
other end that it is something 
significant," M r s . Johnson 
says. "And it is never good 
when it rings at that time. 


"It is—and then, the sense 


of responsibility. It is not my 
responsibility but it docs spill 
over into the whole climate of 
your life."

"All the 
political leaders of the coun- 
try and indeed of the whole 
free world come through these 
doors, and businessmen and 
labor leaders and people from 
arts and entertainment and 
scientists. 


"It is an exceedingly stimu- 


lating place. That I shall 
miss. So I think something of 
that life will go with my 
husband wherever be goes." 


Mrs. Johnson said that liv- 


ing in the White House does 
strain relations between old 
friends because of decisions 
made by the President. 


She said this "is the most 


eroding and painful thing 
about this job. 


"Not necessarily just old 


friends but with different seg- 
ments of the United States," 
she said. "Because there may 
be a bill, a program, on which 
not all the right is on one side 
and not all the wrong on the 
other. 


"But there comes a time 


when you don't have 
the 


luxury of discussion or evalu- 
ation or an attempt to change 
it anymore, adjust it, you 
simply have to choose," she 
said. "And—and that is the 
hardest thing here, I think."

A woman's world? Ameri- 


can women may control the 
cashbox and push the shop- 
ping carts. They may teach 
the children and they may 
even hold the balance of 
power in the voting booth. 


They may be automated 


with the aid of a legion of 
mechanical servants. 


They may be merchants or 


mechanics, homemakers or 
horticulturists, stockbrok e r s, 
secretaries or systems an- 
alysts. 


But power? When it comes 


to making the world really 
run, American women just 
aren't in on the action. 


To find a time when women 


were truly in control, you've 
got to go back eight full 
centuries — when one of the 
really emancipated women 
was the power behind four 
thrones. 


Power of Nations 


Her name was Eleanor of 


Aquitaine; she controlled two 
nations through four reigns; 
she owned treasures and lands 
greater than the kingdoms of 
England and France. Like 
Cleopatra before her — and 
only Elizabeth I since — she 
held absolute sway over the 
fate of nations. And while 
American women aren't about 
to imitate her — democracy 
being what it is — her life 
does hold some intriguing 
lessons in the uses, and mis- 
uses, of feminine power. 


The basic lesson — and the 


one that illumines "The Lion 
in Winter," the new film 
about Eleanor from Avco 
Embassy Pictures — is that 
times haven't changed.

Lovell, married to a Mil- 


waukee girl, had earlier been 
praised by James Webb. 
NASA director, who described 
the Wisconsinite as "the most 


experienced astronaut In the 
United States today." 


"I think the American peo- 


ple have accepted the space 
program as a way of life," 
Lovell said then, explaining 
that on his first Mercury 
flight he received letters from 
all parts of the country. 


"This time (after the 12-day 


Gemini flight) when I got 
back from up there, I got 
home to back mail such as 
some letters, magazines, ad- 
vertisements and bills," he 
added with a smile.

Canada and the Mohawks 


Canada is having some problems with 


Mohawk Indians and it appears likely that 
the Indians are going to win out 


Back in 1794 Great Britain and the 


United States signed the Jay Treaty which 
among other things gave Mohawks the right 
to go back and forth across the Canadian 
border without being subject to custom 
regulations. The Mohawk reservation is in 
both Canada and the United States. The 
treaty was reaffirmed by England in 1814 
in the Treaty of Ghent which ended the 
War of 1312. 


But Canadian officials claim they are 


not bound by the treaty because they never 
signed it since Canada was a British 
possession and was not recognized as a 
nation until 1867. For the last month 
Canada has been imposing customs duties 
on the Mohawks when they have traveled 


across the border but still within their 
reservation. Things have reached fever 
pitch. Someone fired a couple of bullets 
from a rifle into the Canadian government 
customs house at Cornwall Ontario, and 
the Mohawks planned demonstrations in 
protest About a hundred members of the 
tribe for a while -blocked the Seaway 
International Bridge outside of Massena, 
New York But a leader of the Indians has 
said there would be no more violence or 
"any action which may endanger the high 
purpose of the demonstration."1 


The Canadian point of view seems a 


little ridiculous. If it could respect the 
promises in the treaty that Mohawks "with 
their own proper goods and effects of 
whatever nature" could go back and forth 
without import duties for more than a 
century, there seems little reason to change 
it all now.

Flu's Peak Still Due in Mid-January 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Hong 


Kong flu has caused wide- 
spread or regional illnesses in 
33 states and deaths attributed 
to pneumonia-influenza 
more 


than doubled during the third 
week of December, the National 
Communicable Disease Center 
reports. 


Officials are standing by their 


earlier, predictions that the epi- 
demic will not hit its peak until 
early or mid-January. 


During the week ending Dec. 


21, the center's figures show 
approximately 500 more deaths 
from pneumonia influenza in 122 
selected cities throughout the 
nation than might normally be 
expected. 


However, Dr: David J. Senc- 


er, the center's director, cau- 
tioned that the figures from the 
122 cities are "purely a sam- 
pling." He said that they should 
not be interpreted too strictly. 


Sencer said the NCDC is ta*- 
ng the unusual step of using an 
editorial on the front page of its 
weekly report to caution about 
relying upon interpretations of 
the figures. 


The director said the rising 


number of deaths is part of a 
trend which began about two 
weeks ago and they were up 
"sharply" during the week end- 
ing Dec. 21. 


Normally—in years with no 


flu epidemic—about 500 persons 
would be expected to die of 
pneumonia-influenza during the 
third week of December, a 
spokesman for the center re- 
ported. The actual total from 
the 122 cities will be about 1,000 
dead, he said. 


The spokesman said the new 


strain of flu has become so 
widespread that if you're get- 
ting the flu, it's the Hong Kong 
flu." He explained that in a na- 
tional epidemic, the strongest 
single strain soon becomes the 
only variety showing up in tests. 


In the first two weeks of De- 


cember, the center's figures 
show 1,375 deaths in the 122 cit- 
ies from pneumonia-influenza. 
That compares with the 966 
deaths anticipated from such 
causes.
